Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: As indicated in the previous Final rejection that 
Bechtel discloses an alarm indicator for fire or smoke alarm which used an IC chip to control the flashtube indicator, wherein the IC chip is 
specifically design merely for this particular flashtube indicator, other IC chip off the shelve may not work for this flashtube, while Markwell 
et al. teach a compact smoke alarm using an ASIC chip to control the alarm indicator including audibile indicator, again, this ASIC chip is 
specifically design for this particular compact alarm using LED indicator and other ASIC chip off the shelve may not work for this LED 
alarm indicator, although, this ASIC chip may not directly interchangable with the flashtube indicator of Bechtel, because the voltage 
specification is different, however, the ASIC chip is designability to be able to control the flashtube when voltage specification is met, 
therefore, it is obvious that IC chip can be replaced with ASIC chip in the system if that ASIC chip designed for that particular flashtub or 
horn alarm. Since both references use for smoke alarm environment and the concept of control the alarm is the same that an alarm 
indicator (flashtube or LED) is being control by a specific IC chip or specific ASIC chip, thus, it is perfectly to combine as obviousness. 
Further more, ASIC chip is known to implement to a smoke alarm indicator unit and that alarm indicator can be formed of variety of 
sources such as flashtube, LED, lamp, light , horn, buzzer etc., therefore, the ASIC chip can be designable to met those particular alarm 
indicator's specification. 
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
